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Executive  Board  Report. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Executive  Board  has  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual 
Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1928. 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death  of 
our  President,  Mr.  R.  R.  DAVIES,  M.E.,  who  passed  away 
towards  the  end  of  his  year,  of  office. 

Mr.  Davies  rendered  great  assistance  in  the  administrative 
work  of  the  Hospital  and  took  a  keen  interest  in  everything 
appertaining  to  its  welfare.  An  expression  of  condolence  and 
sympathy  was  conveyed  to  Mrs.  Davies  and  the  Family. 


Notwithstanding  the  great  depression  in  the  local  Industries 
and  the  consequent  trying  period  through  which  we  are  passing,  it  is 
pleasing  to  report,  that  apart  from  the  Building  Extensions  Account, 
the  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  closing  down  of  several  Collieries  in  the  district  has 
seriously  affected  the  revenue  from  that  source,  but  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  the  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  received  by  con¬ 
tributions  from  those  sections  of  the  community  that  are  not 
connected  with  the  Collieries.  The  amount  could  be  considerably 
augmented  if  every  section  would  take  a  practical  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Institution. 

Another  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year  is  the  reduced  cost  per 
bed,  it  being  the  lowest  since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital. 

IN-PATIENTS. 

The  number  of  In-Patients  treated  during  the  year  was  788  as 
compared  with  801  for  the  preceding  year.  The  reduction  was  due 
to  less  accident  cases  received  from  the  Collieries.  The  number  of 
operations  performed  was  518  as  compared  with  512  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was 
66  as  compared  with  60  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  average  number  of  days  each  patient  was  resident  in 
Hospital  was  26  as  compared  with  27  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  average  cost  per  annum  of  each  occupied  bed  was 
£9\  12s.  3d.,  a  reduction  of  £15  Os.  6d.  on  the  preceding  year; 
and  the  -average  cost  per  patient  was  £l  18s.  6d.,  a  reduction  of 
5/9  on  the  preceding  year,  which  is  partly  due  to  the  reduction  in 
the  average  number  of  days  for  each  resident  patient. 
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OUT-PATIENTS. 

The  activities  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  show  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  patients 
that  attended  was  1,349  as  compared  with  869  for  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  total  number  of  treatments  given  was  12,317  as  com¬ 
pared  with  8,381  for  the  preceding  year,  and  are  made  up  as

GOVERNORS. 

Governors  for  Life. 

i  That  every  donor  of  £50  and  upwards  at  one  time  shall 
be  a  Life  Governor. 

Ordinary  Governors. 

2.  That  every  annual  personal  subscriber  ot  £1  is.  od.  and 
upwards  shall  be  a  Governor  so  long  as  such  subscription  shall 
be  continued. 

Delegated  Governors. 

3.  That  any  body  of  Workmen  so  long  as  they  subscribe 
annually  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of 
one  bed  (which  is  fixed  at  £50),  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  five 
Governors  and  one  Governor  for  every  additional  £1$  up  to  ^200. 

4.  That  any  body  of  Workmen  subscribing  annually  a  sum 
of  £15  and  upwards  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  one  Governor 
for  every  £\$  subscribed  up  to  ^50. 

5.  That  all  other  bodies  or  group  of  bodies  of  subscribers 
shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  a  Governor  or  Governors  to  the 
like  numbers  as  mentioned  in  Rule  4,  upon  payment  of  a  similar 
subscription. 

6.  Any  nomination  of  a  body  of  Workmen  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Secretary,  and  any  nomination  by  any  other  body,  or  by  a 
Limited  Company,  or  by  any  trading  firm,  shall  be  signed  by  its 
General  Manager  or  Secretary,  or  other  duly  authorised  person. 

7.  The  Governors  shall  be  eligible  to  vote  immediately  after 
election,  provided  the  subscription  has  been  paid  by  the  body 
they  represent. 

8.  That  notice,  with  name  and  address  of  any  nominated 
Governors,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  at  least  one  month  before 
any  Annual,  Half-Yearly,  or  Special  General  Court. 

SUBSCRIBERS’  PRIVILEGES. 

9.  That  every  personal  Annual  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea, 
and  every  donor  of  Twenty  Guineas  at  any  one  time,  shall  be 
entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  annually. 

10.  That  every  personal  Annual  Subscriber  of  Two  Guineas, 
and  every  donor  of  Thirty  Guineas  at  one  time,  shall  be  entitled 
to  recommend  two  patients  annually. 
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n.  That  every  personal  Annual  Subscriber  of  Three  Guineas, 
and  every  donor  of  £50  at  one  time,  and  every  body  of  Subscribers, 
workmen  or  otherwise,  subscribing  Five  Guineas  per  annum,  shall 
be  entitled  to  recommend  four  patients  annually. 

Churches  making  Collections. 

12.  That  every  Incumbent  or  other  Minister  who  shall  permit 
a  collection  to  be  made  in  his  Church  or  Chapel  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Hospital,  shall,  for  every  Two  Guineas  so  contributed,  be 
entitled  to  the  privilege  of  recommending  one  patient  during  the 
year  ensuing  the  day  on  which  the  collection  was  made. 

Subscriptions ,  how  payable. — Arrears. 

13  The  Annual  Subscriptions  to  the  Hospital  shall  be  paid 
in  advance  for  the  current  year,  and  shall  become  due  on  the  first 
day  of  October  in  each  year  ;  and  Subscribers  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  privilege  until  their  subscriptions  are  paid. 

Bequests. 

14  That  in  case  of  Bequests  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  and 
under  Three  Hundred  Pounds,  one  Executor  may  be  nominated  as 
Honorary  Governor,  and  for  any  Bequest  exceeding  Three  Hundred 
Pounds  two  Executors  may  be  nominated  as  Honorary  Governors. 


Visiting  Days. 

In-Patients  in  the  General  Wards  have  the  privilege  of  seeing 
their  relatives  and  friends  at  the  Hospital  on  Sundays  and  Wednes¬ 
days  at  2  p.m.  The  Children’s  Ward  on  Sundays  only,  at  3  p.m. 
No  In-Patient  shall  see  more  than  two  relatives  or  friends  in  the 
Ward  at  the  same  time.  For  visiting  In-Patients  at  other  times, 
special  permission  may  be  obtained  from  the  Matron.  Children 
under  12  are  not  admitted.  Visitors  are  strictly  forbidden  to  bring 

sweets,  fruit,  or  any  article  of  food  (except  eggs),  or  of  drink  for 
the  patients. 

Any  person  found  attempting  to  infringe  this  Rule  will  not  be 

allowed  to  enter  the  Hospital,  and  his  or  her  Ticket  will  be  detained 
or  cancelled.
